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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

This case has been carefully reviewed and analyzed in view of the Office 
Action dated 9 February 2007. In that Office Action, the Examiner indicated that 
the Application was in condition for allowance except for informalities cited 
within the Abstract. Accordingly, the Examiner closed prosecution on the merits 
in accordance with the practice under Ex Parte Quayle.
